•Utual digging was started in 1S83 


<i tlie canal between St Augustine 
and Daytona, and work was done on 
His canal in 3885, 1902, 1903, 1905, 


1906, 1911 and 1912 The canal is 
the longest in the entire waterway, 
being 36 miles in length 


The dredging between Das tor a and 


through the Haulover canal, 
which 


connects Mosquito lagoon and the In- 
dian river, was done at.Viarious times 
during the presidency of Mr Erad'ey 
from 1900 to 1906. This work was 
not completed until this year, and the 
total mileage excavated was seven 
miles 


The dredging 4rom the Haulover 


canal through the Indian river 
to 


Kobe Sound was done in 1886, 1889 
and 1893, 
and the 
total distance 


dredged was six miles 


In 1893 the legislature cons anted 


that the canal company might sur 
render and relinquish, to the United 
States government a portion of its 
waterway through the Indian river 
An agreement was made between the 
government and the canal company 
to turn over to the giJ^nTneoit that 
portion of the waterway\ through the 
Indian river between Goat creek and 
Jupiter inlet and the government 
subsequently dredged two and one 
half miles within this leach 
The 


canal company has often been unj ist 
ly charged with neglecting to main 
tain this waterwaj through the In 
dian rher, as it has not been gen 
erally known that the sole responsi 
bility fcr tins work during the list 
21 vears has been upon the govern 
ment 


The dredging frcm Hebe Sound to 


bake Worth was done in 1881, 1805 
artd, iW! and co\ered a total dis 
tance of 11% miles 


Going farther soijth 
we find that 


the dredging from Lake Worth to 
New river inlet was done m 189! 
1894, 18% and 
18?C making a total 


of thirty two miles 


The dredging from the New river 


Inlet to Miami was begun in 1896 and 
was finished this year, 1914 


This covers ithe 
entir^ distance 


from St Augustine south to a point 
In Biscayne Bay 
The dredging be 


twecn the St Johns river and St Au 
gustine was done in 1909, 1910 and 
1911, and covered a distance of twen- 
ty-one miles The total yardage ex- 
cavated between Biscayne Bay and 
the St Johns river 
was 12,915,731 


cubic yards This total yardage wa* 
largely increased by the act of the 
legislature 
of 1889, which required 


that the canal should be not less than 
fifty fee.t at the bottom and that it 
should have not U«s than five feet of

Gaining an entrance by breaking 


the lock on the front door robbers 
looted the Pulgham store at

corner of Orange and Canal streets 
last Thursday night and succeeded 
in carrying away between $300 and 
$400 worth of various kinds of mer 
thandlse the plunder being of such 
a nature 
that an automob le 
or 


wagon must have been used for cart 
ing it away from the store 


The robbery was dj-covered when 


the store was opened for bus'nesg 
Friday morning and was Immediately 
reported to the city auUortes.

number of alleged clew* have been 
followed since tben, but up to this 
time no trace of the rotating goods, 
or the person* who committed the 
robbery has been found 


Unmistakable marks on the 
door 


show that a "Jimmy" must 
have 


been iMed In prying on the door un- 
til the lock broke and allowed 
an 


entrance Once the entrance 
wa« 


gained 
the thieve* evidently 
took 


their time in making selections ot the 
goods they wanted to carry away and 


these must have been taken to a 
waiting automobile or wagon 


The loot taken included 21 suits of 


clothes, all of a dark color; a 
lot 


of shoes; seven suitcases, practically- 
all of imitation leather, a Ictcf men* 
hats men's shirts, underwear, neck- 
ties, collars, collar buttons, etc, and 
about tSO in cash

national participation in the improv- 
ment of public highways on a large 
scale, the report of the joint congres- 
sional committee on federal aid to 
good roads haa been laid before con- 
gress by its chairman, former senator 
Jonathan Bourne. 


The committee did not agree upon 


any particular method for government 
participation and no bill was recom- 
mended, but a vast amount of data has 
been placed before congress for its 
guidance in taking up the good roads 
question next session. 
The report 


says in part: 


"Systematic efforts and co-opera- 


tion of nation, states and counties 
will make American highways the 
beet In the world, bring remote agri- 
cultural lands within hauling distance 
from the railroads, materially raise 
the value of farm property, enhance 
the margin of profit on farm products, 
vastly increase the average dally at- 
tendance at rural schools, raise the 
standard of rural education, make the 
motor truck an economical vehicle for 
American farmers, lighten the labors 
of American horses, save wear and 
tear or harness and wagons and add 
to the comfort and happiness of all 
rural residents."

ganda from a business standpoint, the 
report of the joint committee esti- 
mates that the total quantity of com- 
modities hauled over rural roads is 
700,000,000 tons annually, costing an 
average of 21 cents per ton-mile or

The report argues that a system of 


flsrt-class highways would reduce the 
cost to the extent of 13 cents per ton- 
mile. It is claimed that such a per- 
fect system of highways is Immediate- 
ly practicable, but expresses the 
opinion that such an improvement as 
is now practicable would result in the 
saving of eight cents per ton-mile, or 
a total of $504,000,000 annually. 


Viewing this saving as a dividend, 


the report says it would justify on a 
six per cent basis an investment of 
$8,400,000,000, which the committee 
believes is far more than would be 
necessary to place the roads in such 
a condition as to effect the saving in- 
dicated.

which this canal company has en- 
countered 
during the 
thirty-three 


years of its existence would fill a 
good sized volume. Time and again 
it has been compelled to stop work 
because of financial difficulties and 
It has appeared 
more than once as

original promoter, George L. Brady, 
kept on advancing tunes until the 
whole of his large fortune was invest- 
ed in the stock and bonds of the ca- 
nw, company and he died, leaving lit- 
tle else than his interest in this com- 
pany.

It has now sold practically all of 


Its land and has nothing to show for 
the $3,514,216.13 which it has

pended, except its canal. If it could 
Ixave arranged to hold the land which 
it received from the state until now,

company would have been a finan- 
cial success. As dt stand* today, In

company was the suit 
filed by the 


Florida Bast Coast railway company

Washington.—If the ship purchase 


bill which the administration desires 
to have passed shall fail of passage, 
the result will come from the killing 
process known as talking a bill to 
death. Now the senators who suc- 
ceed in defeating a bill by debating It 
at extreme length, thus preventing it 
from coming to a vote, always say 
that they limply are giving the pro- 
posed legislation proper discussion. 
It is the members favorable to the 
measure who Insist that the bill which 
they support Is being "talked to 
death." 


The records of congress show that 


both big parties have had a share in 
the work of smothering bills to death 
with words. There are some marked 
Instances of this course of procedure 
In the United States senate. The 
house members cannot talk a bill to 
death, because there Is a day set for 
a vote and the vote must come In the 
senate, however, only by unanimous 
consent can a day be set for a vote. 
So it is that unless the rules are 
changed, which is not at all likely, fu- 
ture bills can be talked to death just 
as bills of the past have met the same 
fate. 


Some years ago Senator Thomas H. 


Carter of Montana, now deceased, 
talked a river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill Into its grave. It is possible 
to talk bills to death in the senate 
both at the short and the long sesions, 
but the chances of doing it of course 
are greater at the short seslon, when 
congress must adjourn to March 4. At 
a long session the date of adjourn- 
ment can be set forward and the talk- 
ing members can be tired out, but if 
they show great strength of purpose 
and of lungs they can worry the pro- 
ponents of the bill by postponing the 
day of adjournment, and so frequently 
a bill's friends surrender and allow ad- 
journment to come and the bill which 
they favor to die. 


During the Roosevelt administra- 


tion Senators Stone ot Missouri and 
Gore of Oklahoma, Democrats, and 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, Re- 
publican, tried to talk the Aldrlch 
emergency currency bill to death. The 
three talked day and night, relieving 
one another as the speaker became 
exhausted. Senator Gore is blind, and 
after talking for hours he sat down, 
thinking that Senator Stone was in 
the the chamber and ready to relieve 
him. Both Senators Stone and La 
Follette were absent taking a rest at 
the time, and, seizing advantage of 
the situation, the advocates of the 
measure succeeded in forcing a vote 
and the bill was adopted.

THIEVES. 


(From The Dayton* Oasette-lfevs) 
Burglars relieved three Beach street 


stores of merchandise to the estimat- 
ed value of about 14,000, some time 
Saturday night, and were gone at 
least six or seven hours before the 
robbery was discovered. 


From Gardiner's Art Shop, 146 South 


Beach street a large quantity of gold 
and silver jewelry and novelties and 
other valuables was taken. W. H. 
Gardiner, proprietor of the establish- 
ment, estimates the value of the miss- 
ing articles at not less than $3,000. 
Entrance to the store was effected 
through the rear door, the glass of 
which was broken Through the aper- 
ture made the tbief had only to reach 
and turn the key in the lock. Evi- 
dently the invaders had previously ac- 
quainted themselves with the store's 
interior, as they seemed to know ex- 
actly where to go to find articles of 
greatest value 
The upper shelf of a 


show case contained a display of the 
Art shop's most expensive and beau- 
tiful things. The shelf was almost 
completely stripped.

Gardiner's is that 
of Livingston 


Jacques, dealer in fancy goods 
The 


burglars entered this place in 
the 


same manner; by breaking a pane of 
glass in the rear door 
Mr Jacques 


nformed a Daily News representative 
that between $700 and $800 worth ot 
goods is missing from the stock he had 
on hand when he closed Saturday 
night. 


Another place broken,into, presum- 


ably by the same parties, was the 
Quality Shop, in the Arcade building 
on North Beach street. This place 
was also entered from the rear, the 
burglars evidently using a "jimmy" 
to break the lock on the sash closing 
the one window in the back of the 
store. 
The Quality Shop handles 


ready-to-wear goods for ladles, and 
from its stock -was missed 17 to 20 
dresses valued at $200 to $300. Here 
also a previous inspection of the prem- 
ses may have been made by one or 
more persons connected with the rob- 
bery, thinks Nat Goldman, proprietor 
of the store. A cabinet filled with 
dresses selling at $27 50 to $50 ea#h 
was overlooked; otherwise Mr Gold- 
man's loss would have been far 
greater. 


Each of the burglaries was._discov- 


ered between 11:00 a. m. and noon on 
Sunday. The police department was 
at once notified, and the officers imme- 
diately instituted a search for the 
thieves, but so far no reliable clue to 
their identity has been found 
Aside 


from the known fact that the crimes 
were committed, the only thing that 
might aid the officers in their efforts 
to unravel the mystery was the dis- 
covery of a track, evidently a woman's, 
on an ash pile at the rear of Jacques' 
place. 


Chief of Police Milton and his asso- 


ciates are working hard on the case, 
and hope to soon be able to land the 
guilty parties in jail.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 
24.—Urging 


national participation in the improv- 
ment of public highways on a large 
scale, the report of the joint congres- 
sional committee oil federal aid to 
good roads has been laid before con- 
gress by its chairman, former senator 
Jonathan Bourne. 


The committee did not agree upon 


any particular method for government 
participation and no bill was recom- 
mended, but a vast amount of data has 
been placed before congress for its 
guidance in taking up the good roads 
question next session. 
The report 


says in part: 


"Systematic efforts and co-opera- 


tion of nation, states and counties 
will make American highways the 
best in the world, bring remote agri- 
cultural lands within hauling distance 
from the railroads, materially raise 
the value of farm property, enhance 
the margin of profit on farm products, 
vastly increase the average daily at- 
tendance at rural schools, raise the 
standard of rural education, make the 
motor truck an economical vehicle for 
American farmers, lighten the labors 
of American horses, save wear and 
tear or harness and wagons and add 
to the comfort and happiness of all 
rural residents." 


WOMAN RULES SOISSONS

DELANO, Feb. 22.—The following 


Instruments affecting property In Vo- 
lusia county have been recorded In 
the office of the clerk of ihe circuit 
court, the transfers being reported es- 
pecially for this paper by the Abstract 
company: 


Looking at the good roads propa- 


ganda from a business standpoint, the 
report of the joint committee esti- 
mates that the total quantity of com- 
modities hauled over rural roads is 
700,000,000 tons annually, costing an 
average of 21 cents per ton-mile or 
$1.89 
for the average haul of nine 


miles. 


The report argues that a system of 


fisrt-class highways would reduce the 
cost to the extent of 13 cents per ton- 
mile. It ia claimed that such a per- 
fect system of highways is immediate- 
ly practicable, but expresses the 
opinion that such an improvement as 
Is now practicable would result in the 
saving of eight cents per ton-mile, or 
a total of $504,000,000 annually. 


Viewing this saving as a dividend, 


the report says it would justify on a 
six per cent basis an Investment of 
$8,400,000,000, which the committee 
believes is far more than would be 
necessary to place the roads In such 
a condition as to effect the saving in- 
dicated. 


Other extracts from the report fol- 


low: 


"We believe that when the United 


States government undertakes so Im- 
portant a project as that of federal 
aid to good i-oads, it should under- 
take it in a large way. To undertake 
It in a small way, means a continua- 
tion of the policy of patchwork and 
consequent waste of funds, 
with 


slight permanent results to show for 
the expenditure, and would within a 
few years subject congress to the 
criticism of having established what 
is commonly called a "pork barrel," 
from which the several states would 
receive annually a small contribution 
of funds distributed over a large mile- 
age of raods without producing the 
high class of public roads which are 
so needed and desired. 


"We believe that before congress 


adopts a plan the whole subject 
•hould be so thoroughly studied that 
a plan decided upon may be enacted 
Into law with confidence that It will 
remain practically unchanged on the 
statute books for many years as a 
credit to the congress which enacted 
It 


"Congress should make careful pro- 


vision for such administration of the 
federal highway participating as will 
protect the several states in their 
right to control their local highway 
affairs and guard against dictatorship 
from a federal bureau ia Washington." 


As a means of guarding against dic- 


tatorship from Washington the report 
suggests that the membership of the 
National Highway commission should 
include members of the senate and 
house of representatives who shall con- 
stitute a majority of the commission, 
thus insuring the states an appeal to 
congress from any arbitrary and un- 
satisfactory ruling* of the bureau 
head, who would be a minority mem- 
ber of the commission.

The canal 
company also made a donation to the

It has now sold practically all of 


its land and has nothing to show for 
the |3,B14,216.13 which it hag 
ex- 


pended, except its canal. If it could 
have arranged to hold the land which 
it received from the state until now, 
the land 
would have been worth 


millions of dollars 
and the canal 


company would have been a finan- 
cial success. As dt stands today, in 
all probability,

$1,000,400 and $2,000,000 will have 
been lost on this enterprise. 


What threatened to be one of the 


severest blows aimed 
at the canal 


company was the suit 
filed by the 


Florida Bast Coast railway company 
against the canal company "and the 
trustees of the Internal Improvement 
Fund in 1910 to enjoin the trustees 
o£ the Internal Improvement Fund 
from delivering the two deeds then

Tactics Often Used in Senate to 


Defeat Measure. 


If Ship Purchase BUI Fall* ef Passage 


the Result May Come From Inter- 


esting Process of Talking 


Bllf to Death. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


(Staff Correspondent Western Newspaper 


Union.) 
Washington.—If the ship purchase 


bill which the administration desires 
to have passed shall fail of passage, 
the result will come from the killing 
process known as talking a bill to 
death. Now the senators who suc- 
ceed in defeating a bill by debating It 
at extreme length, thus preventing it 
from coming to a vote, always say 
that they simply are giving the pro- 
posed legislation proper discussion. 
It 1* the members favorable to the 
measure who insist that the bill which 
they support Is being "talked to 
death." 


The records of congress show that 


both big parties have had a share in 
the work of smothering bills to death 
with words. There are some marked 
Instances of this course of procedure 
In the United States senate. The 
house members cannot talk a bill to 
death, because there is a day set for 
a vote and the vote must come In the 
senate, however, only by unanimous 
consent can a day be set for a vote. 
So it Is that unless the rules are 
changed, which is not at all likely, fu- 
ture bills can be talked to death just 
as bills of the past have met the same 
fate. 


Some years ago Senator Thomas H. 


Carter of Montana, now deceased, 
talked a river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill into its grave. It is possible 
to talk bills to deatb in the senate 
both at the short and the long sesions, 
but the chances of doing It of course 
are greater at the short seslon, when 
congress must adjourn to March 4. At 
a long session the date of adjourn- 
ment can be set forward and the talk- 
ing members can be tired out, but if 
they show great strength of purpose 
and of lungs they can worry the pro- 
ponents of the bill by postponing the 
day of adjournment, and so frequently 
a bill's friends surrender and allow ad- 
journment to come and the bill which 
they favor to die. 


During the Roosevelt administra- 


tion Senators Stone of Missouri and 
Gore of Oklahoma, Democrats, and 
Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, Re- 
publican, tried to talk the Aldrich 
emergency currency bill to death. The 
three talked day and night, relieving 
one another as the speaker became 
exhausted. Senator Gore is blind, and 
after talking for hours he sat down, 
thinking that Senator Stone was in 
the the chamber and ready to relieve 
nlm. Both Senators Stone and La 
Follette were absent taking a rest at 
the time, and, seizing advantage of 
the situation, the advocate* of the 
measure succeeded In forcing a vote 
and the bill was adopted.
